A NOTABLE CAKEER. 


The announcement by cable last Friday 


of the death of the llev. Honrv Garnet, 
ft. D., United Slates Minister to Liberia, 
marked the close of oue of the most re- 
markable careers that have been suen in 
this country. Dr. Garnet was born in 
Maryland in 1815, of slave parents; but 
his father succeeded in escaping from 
slavery, with his family, in 182-1, and 
soon after tho family came to New York. 
After getting a good common, school edu- 
cation hero, he went to Canaan Acade- 
my, N. H., and afterwards to the Oneida 
Institute nt AVhUesboro, 
then under

For a time he was a 
missionary to Jamaica, from which island 
he Ye turned to become pasf or of the Shiloh 
PreHOytermn ChttnJn ui Nir.v Y«rli. Hero 
he soon became a leader among his race, 
and remained to (ho end of his life prob- 
ably the most influential man among the 
colored people in this country. The only 
mail Who can be named with him for ex- 
tent of influence is Frederick Douglas, 
and a few would question that Dr. Garnet 
was on the whole the greater power for 


i)od of the two. 
Dr. Garnet's residence in Liberia had 


been very short. The last official act of 
President Gariield, on July 1st, was to

ticulars of his death have been received.

SCHOOLS OF FORESTRY IN EUROPE. 


Bo important a place have the forests 


come to occupy in 
the estimation of 


European people, on account of their 
value as sources of fuel ami lumber, as 
well as their relations to agriculture, (o 
climate and to health, that the care and 
management of them have become one of 
the most, important employments of pri- 
vate land holders, aud of many corporate 
bodies, including states and kingdoms, 
which are the possessors of forest do- 
mains. The state forests of France, for 
instance, amount to y,000,000 acres, it is 
said, uml yield an annual revenue of $5,- 
000.000. Many of thy provinces mid de- 
partments are also large forest proprie- 
tors. 
Germany has 35,000,000 acres in 


forest, nearly one-third of which belong 
to the stale, one-sixth to the communes, 
and somewhat less thuu one-half to pri- 
vate individuals. 
Other European coun- 


tries have larger forest areas, with cor- 
respondingly larger revenues. The rec- 
ognized importance of the forest interest 
has led to the establishment in most Eu- 
ropean countries of what arc kuowu as 
schools for forestry—institutions ranking 
in importance with our colleges ar.U poly- 
technic schools. They furnish a course 
of instruction from two to two and a half 
years in length. During these terms the 
pupils 
aro 
expected 
to 
spend 


live 
hours 
daily 
in 
study, 


and 
us 
many 
morn 
in 
attend- 


ance upon lectures, or to do about twice 
the amount of work required iu our col- 
legos. Taking for illustration the Rchoul 
near Berlin, the faculty embraces a di- 
rector, who occupies tho chair of forest 
science, with two assistants iu the same 
department, u teacher of mathematics,

MUTILATED COINS, 


Deputy Marehrii Johnnoa ha? received 


a letter from Horatio E. Uurclmrd, di- 
rector of tho mint at Washington, in 
which ho Kiiys that tho mutilation of gold 


on- tiilver coin by abstracting any portion 
of it by nmking holes in it or filling up 
tlie MUUO destroys it us a legal or current 
tender for money, aud it is lo bo treated 
as bullion. In his opinion such mutilation 
of coin is punishable under section 5457 
of the United States Statutes for making, 
forging or counterfeiting tho coin of the 
United States, or under Kec'tiou 54C1 of 
tlio HevfceJ Statutes prohibiting the mak- 
ing of coin not authorized by law, and 
thinks such offences punishable by a fine 
of $3000, or five years' imprisonment, or 
both.
